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SENDING FOR QSL CARDS 
By Tom Lewis, N4TL 

Many DX Stations use QSL Managers. A QSL Manager is a 
person who handles the QSL Cards for a DX Station. Cards are 
sent to that person and they will answer them for the DX Station. 
The DX Station has to send his logs to the DX Manager before the 
QSL Cards can be sent out. 

When the DX Station has a USA Manager things are fairly 
easy for us. All that has to be done is to send your card to the 
Manager with a SASE. SASE stands for self-addressed stamped 
envelope. The Manager only has to verify the QSL and fill out a 
card. He does not have to put an address or stamp on an envelope. 

Many hams will include something to cover the cost of printing 
the QSL Cards. If the Manager is for a large DXpedition 
something should be included to help with the costs of the DX- 
pedition. 

QST publishes a list of QSL Managers in the QSL Corner 
Column. Other monthly magazines also publish information 
about QSL Managers. These lists are limited by space, so only a 
few QSL Managers are listed each month. 

The W6GO/K6HHD QSL Manager list has over 5,000 entries. It 
is published monthly. The cost is $25.00 per year. 

There are other lists available that are advertised in the 
various amateur magazines. 

Another way to send for QSL Cards is to use the N7RO DX QSL 
Service. N7RO charges $1.00 to forward eight QSL Cards. He will 
look up the Manager, if the station has one, and will send the card 
to him. If the station does not have a manager the card will be 
sent by the bureau. Your cards are returned via the bureau.

FLORIDA ARMY M.A.R.S. NEWS

Florida Army MARS has enjoyed a busy summer. A summer 
’ with honors bestowed, with the Florida Army MARS picnic, with 
state-wide demonstrations of capability, Field Day and many 
other communications related activities. 

All of Army MARS was honored by the Letter of Appreciation 
from General Norman Schwarzkopf (which was printed in the 
last issue of Florida Skip). Florida Army MARS members have 
received parchment copies of the letter commemorating their 
dedication and hard work in support of Desert Shield/Desert 
Storm. Those operators who have not received their copy, please 
contact me and I will send one to you. (If you can distribute copies 
to other MARS members in your areas, this, too would help.) 

Florida Army MARS members, during the period of hostility, 


just from January 15th through April, contributed greatly to the. 


morale of our troops and their families and loved ones. There 
were 14,411 messages passed as well as 12,400 phone patches. 
These accomplishments used 16,865 volunteer hours on the part of 
the men and women in Florida Army MARS. These ac- 
complishments were made possible through the use of each 
volunteer’s own personal radio equipment. 

There’s no cost to the taxpayer. In fact the dollar value (if one 
can be placed on such work) exceeded $1.5 million! This amount 
was accrued in less than four months. The total for all of Army 
MARS is $24 miilion. The MARS program saves the taxpayers 
millions of dollars each year. The figures I received from 
headquarters, Ft. Huachuca, of course, were even more im- 
pressive — taking into account all the Army MARS programs in 
- all thestates. Here, we are only considering the State of Florida. 

Every MARS member has reason to be proud and has reason 
for keeping the public informed. 

The phone patch operation, at the Ocala AARACSS station, 
made Florida the leader in the entire Continental United States 
(CONUS) for the number of phone patches made. These men and 
women still work tirelessly to get phone patches through from 
overseas personnel to their families and loved ones at home. 
Phone patches are generated from telephone calls from service 
personnel overseas which are relayed via HF radio to loved ones 
in the United States. 

__. Most recently, an Army Reserve unit set up a phone patch 

operation in Panama. At Ft. Sherman in Panama, Florida 
MARS member Johnny, AAR4BF has been instrumental in 
arranging a MARS phone patch station to be operational under 
the call-sign ACM5NSB. This station will be operational until the 
unit comes home in late August. 

Thus, Ocala and several other selected phone patch stations 
will remain busy with this mode of communication. 

Florida Army MARS held its annual picnic at Moss Park near 
Orlando. The setting was ideal, the weather was absolutely 
perfect, the companionship incomparable and the food superb. 
For this reporter, it was well worth the eight-hour trip. 

Radio communications are unique in the fact that friendships 
often develop in spite of the fact that the two people have never 
seen or met each other. When they do meet, the friendship more 
often than not maintains its depth. 

This picnic attracted many active Army MARS members, all 
of whom enjoyed meeting each other. While many of the con- 
versations revolved around radio and MARS, particularly at first, 
all kinds of things were talked about once people got to know each 
other better. 

What a wide range of interests and talents we have in Florida 
Army MARS. In one corner of the pavilion, a complete packet 
radio station had been set up. What radio group can ever meet 
without setting up some type of station? 

At this picnic, a laptop portable computer and TNC 
arrangement provided a field packet station. It was up and 
running both HF and VHF radios on an 80-meter trap dipole 
antenna strung up in the trees. Bill Phifer (AAM3PC — a new call 
as of June 26th with his new position as Eastern Area MARS 
Packet Coordinator) was the control operator and showed anyone 
who was interested a lot of excellent packet techniques. It was 
very congenial and informative.

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Hurricane Season Here 


Tropical Storm and Hurricane Terminology 


TROPICAL DISTURBANCE: An area of showers and thunderstorms 
that may havea slight cyclonic (counter-clockwise) surface circula- 
tion and maintains its identity for at least 24 hours. These are very 
common occurrences in the tropics. 

TROPICAL DEPRESSION: A storm system displaying a noticea- 
ble rotary circulation with maximum sustained wind speeds of 38 
miles per hour (33 knots). 

TROPICAL STORM: Displays a substantial rotarv circulation with 
sustained winds of 39 to 73 miles per hour (3¢-33 knots). When 
reaching tropical storm strength, a storm is given a name to ald in 
tracking, 

HURRICANE: Strong rotary circulation with sustained surface winds 
of 74 miles per hour (64 knots) or more. In the western North Pacific 
and most of the South Pacific, such storms are called Typhoons. 
In the Indian Ocean they are called Cyclones. 


Advisories, Watches and Warnings 


SMALL CRAFT ADVISORY: Alerts boaters to wind or sea condi- 
tions that might be hazardous to small boats. Usually wind speeds 
must be at least 20 miles per hour (18 knots). Issued when a tropi- 
cal storm or hurricane moves within several hundred miles of the 
coast. Boaters are advised to take precautions and not venture into 
the open sea. 


GALE WARNING: Coastal wind speeds between 39 and 54 miles 
per hour (34-47 knots). 

STORM WARNING; May be issued when winds of 55-73 miles per 
hour (48-63 knots) are expected on area waters, 

HURRICANE WATCH: Issued when there is a threat of hurricane 
conditions developing within 24 to 36 hours. 

HURRICANE WARNING; Hurricane conditions with winds of 74 
miles per hour or more (64 knots) and/or dangerously high tides and 
waves are expected within 24 hours. People within the warning area 
should begin to take action to protect life and property. 


TORNADO/SEVERE THUNDERSTORM WATCH: Tornadoes and 
severe thunderstorms often develop when hurricanes and tropical 


storms make landfall. A watch means these storms are possible. 


TORNADO/SEVERE THUNDERSTORM WARNING: Tornadoes or 
severe thunderstorms are occurring within the warning area. 


Operating Guidelines 


1) Listen. Monitor recognized disaster net frequencies. Transmit 
only when directed by a disaster net control station, or station in 
the disaster area. Major nets include: 


International Assistance and Traffic Net (IATN): 14.303 MHz 
Hurricane Watch Net (HWN): 14.325 MHz 
Friendly Caribus Connection: 14.283 MHz 

2) Monitor W1AW for timely bulletins. 


3) Hold off on health and welfare traffic. 


Don’t clog primary disaster frequencies by trying to force 


H&W traffic into the disaster area. US amateurs’ efforts must be 
directed to receiving messages from the affected area, each one 
having the potential of heading off numerous US-originated mes- 
sages. US amateurs must listen carefully for instructions on handling 
H&W traffic. 


4) Control of the communications situation belongs with amateurs 
IN THE AFFECTED AREA, Act according to their directions and 
those of designated net control stations. 


5) It is the responsibility of the Red Cross to manage the H&W 
traffic function (the Red Cross term is ‘‘Disaster Welfare Inquiry’’). 
We support the Red Cross communications network, not the other 
way around, 

Contact your local Red Cross chapters now to establish local sys- 
tems for handling H&W traffic, 


FLORIDA HURRICANES 


1903 
A hurricane with winds up to 84 mph made landfall 
50 miles south of Jupiter on September 11, 1903. 


1906 
The worst hurricane in 170 years killed at least 34 
people in the Pensacola area. 


1906 

An October hurricane made a loop over the Atlantic 
crossing Florida twice. It passed Key West on Octo- 
ber 18, went to sea, came back on a southwest course 
through Florida on October 20. 

Workers building the railroad to Key West were 
living in houseboats on the Keys. One hundred 
twenty four, (124) of these men were drowned. 


1909 

A major hurricane crossed the middle and upper 
Keys. Damage ranged from Miami to Key West. On 
October 11, a hurricane of tremendous force caused 
a million dollars worth of damage in Key West, 
where 400 buildings collapsed, The weather bureau 
station on Sand Key was swept to sea. Wind velocity 
exceeded 100 mph. 


1910 

Another hurricane hit the lower Keys damaging the 
Seven-Mile Bridge and causing major damage at Key 
West. This hurricane made a loop and hit the South 
Florida mainland with exceptional violence on 
October 17. This hurricane crossed Cuba twice. At 
Sand Key 125+ mph winds were recorded. 
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If you DXers need more information you might contact Bruce 
at Packet Cluster SYSOP in Ft. Walton Beach, Florida (144.93 
MHz). 

My wife, Lori, N4ZCF checked in using the directions given by 
Bruce and found the system very user friendly. 

Thanks Bruce for sharing your project with all of us. 

It is possible that after the 20th of June the equipment changes 
in Tallahassee will have been completed and access to the fiber 
optic system will become a reality. This will be good news for 
those of you who had been getting 0900 when you try to work the 
rest of the state. 

Kent, KC4TOC in Tallahassee left me a message on a local 
board and I hope this is the start of reliable packet com- 
munications throughout the Panhandle. 

To follow up on last month’s segment concerning the 
organization of a local Interference Committee, Curtis, KC4UCB 
of Niceville, is recruiting active ARRL members now. You can 
contact him via packet on the N4RNM BBS for additional in- 
formation. 

The committee will endeavor to maintain good will and 
enhance the public image of amateur radio by solving local in- 
terference problems before they are blown out of proportion. 

I asked Steve, KB40ID SYSOP of ZBBS (W4ZBB) to explain 
the rationale for operation of quiet hours. Steve explained it this 
way. 

“Recently, the W4ZBB BBS instituted quiet hours for 
forwarding of traffic and bulletins. This was done to effect a 
more efficient use of the packet frequency by keyboarders 
during prime time hours. As many may realize, it’s difficult 
to hold a QSO when a BBS gets on the air and starts for- 
warding. Most BBS software is written to optimize file 
transfer and thus renders the frequency useless to less 
‘aggressive users,’ such as keyboarders. 

“To alleviate this problem, we have restricted for- 
warding during the hours of 5:00 to 11:00 p.m. to only NTS 
traffic and personal mail. All other bulletins and regular 


traffic is held until after midnight to be sent. However, one 

problem does exist. When a station respecting quiet hours 

connects to a station not observing them, bulletins can flow 
because of a process called reverse forwarding. 

“Once all BBS’s observe quiet hours, the frequencies 
will become easy to work again during the evening.” 

Thanks for all your support, Steve.

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1919

Nearly 2,000 people died when dikes broke on Lake 


' Okeechobee causing massive flooding. Wind velocities 


were estimated as high as 200 mph. 


1929 

An intense hurricane passed over Key Largo on Sep- 
tember 28, with 

winds estimated at 150 mph. It passed over an area 
so sparsely populated that damage was only about 
half a million dollars, : 


1933 

At midnight on September 3, a hurricane with 125 
mph winds traveled inland at Jupiter Inlet, The area 
between Jupiter and Fort Pierce suffered considerable 


damaged. (BROWARD ARC BULLETIN)

LEAGUE CONTINUES PUSH FOR “SCANNER LAW” 
DECISION 


Citing overwhelming support from concerned agencies 
and individuals, the League has again asked the FCC to issue 
a declaratory ruling to preempt local “scanner laws” (PR 
Docket 91-36). 

In reply comments filed July 8, the League noted that 
since the FCC issued its Notice of Inquiry seeking input on 
the matter last February, no comments were filed by any 
state or municipality in favor of restrictive scanner ordi- 
nances. (See QST: May, p 59; Jun, P 61; and Aug, p 59.) 

Comments filed supporting Amateur Radio operators 
(against restrictive scanner laws) by public service organi- 
zations and federal, state and municipal entities who benefit 
from our public service capabilities were overwhelming. 

In its NOI, the FCC sought input on the feasibility of 
redesigning or modifying Amateur Radio equipment to com- 
ply with a handful of local and state laws that prohibit the 
operation of certain radio equipment in cars and trucks. 

The League’s position, stated in two rounds of com- 
ments, is that federal law preempts states and municipalities 
from regulating radio receivers (much the same as the FCC 
has maintained in PRB-1, which prohibits states and munic- 
ipalities from legislating restrictive antenna ordinances). 

The issue hinges on laws such as a New Jersey statute 
that makes it a misdemeanor to operate from an automobile 
any receiver capable of listening in on fire, police, municipal 
or other “governmental” frequencies without a permit. 

Perhaps the most notable comments filed in support of 
the League’s position come from the Manager of the Na- 
tional Communications System (NCS). These address the 
adverse impact of state and local receiver regulation on the 
NCS’s National Security Emergency Preparedness (NSEP) 
plans, the Military Affiliate Radio System (MARS), and the 
Shared Resources (SHARES) programs. 

MARS uses frequencies adjacent to the ham bands, and 
Amateur Radio equipment is typically used. 

The SHARES program is intended to provide a single, 
federal interagency emergency message handling system 
that brings together the resources of federal departments and 
agencies and affiliated entities when regular communica- 
tions channels are destroyed. Amateur Radio operators, 
whose equipment can generally receive outside Amateur 
Radio frequencies, are an integral part of that program. 

According to the NCS, “neither of these programs could 
include the valuable assistance of amateurs if their equip- 
ment were incompatible with that of the government. 
Clearly, then, it is in the public interest for amateurs to be 
able to receive non-amateur frequencies.” 

The League’s position is further supported by county and 
state disaster-preparedness officiais from around the country. 
Many cite the desirability of amateurs having the ability to 
monitor VHF public service frequencies “...to have full under- 
standing of all aspects of a disaster situation, thus making their 
own communications contribution more effective.” 

The Reply Comments’ introduction sums it up this way: 

“The states which have made reasonable accommodations 
for amateur radio operators have nothing to fear from this 
proceeding, and those few whose statutes or local ordinances 
are overbroad and fail to make accommodation for amateur 
radio operators have nothing to say in their defense.”

The accompanying floor statement, printed in the Con- 
gressional Record on June 25, clarifies that the purpose of the 
legislation is to ensure that ham operators can continue to use 
all of the spectrum they now use. If the FCC proposes to put 
Amateur Radio allocations to some other use, the bill would 
require that amateur operations be transferred to equivalent 
replacement frequencies. By equivalent, this legislation en- 
sures that the replacement bands be equal in both size and 
characteristics. The bill is designed to protect the existing 
spectrum allocations for all Amateur Radio services. 


The State of the (Amateur) Spectrum 


The Amateur Radio Spectrum Protection Act is a top 
priority for League members. As the floor statement points out 
to other Senators, the Amateur Radio Service has lost 107 
MHz of the space it held as recently as 1982. Virtually all 
amateur allocations above 420 MHz are already shared with 
government radio services, and of those, 61% are also shared 
with private-sector services. Further, in one-third of the ama- 
teur allocations below 30 GHz, we must accept interference 
from industrial, scientific and medical (ISM) devices, includ- 
ing consumer devices such as microwave ovens. . 

True, we’re grateful for the use we can make of these 
frequencies, and we’ve found certain government opera- 
tions, particularly those of military radar installations, to be 
good sharing partners. We’re coping with the bands we have 
in 1991, but as we move toward the next century and beyond, 
Amateur Radio must not lose its valuable allocations. 

You can make a difference: It’s up to you to spur your 
Senators to ensure prompt action on the bill. Send them a 


simple note urging them to become co-sponsors. If enough 
co-sponsors sign on to the bill, its chances of being passed 
will be greatly increased. There is no need to compose an 
elaborate message: The reasons why the bill should be 
adopted are contained in its wording.

However, the big down fall is the weekly traffic count — about 
one or two. Sometimes none. (See ‘‘Traffic Totals.”’) What a 
shame! All that effort extended and not one message generated! 
How can people learn how to handle traffic — if they don’t handle 
any?
